| FEDERAL COURTHOUSE AND Post- 


OFFICE.—As there seems to be con- 
siderable interest manifested in re- 
ard to the character of the new 
‘ederal Courthouse and Postoffice in 
this city, we have taken pains to 
ascertain the present status of the 
matter. 

In his report to the Secretary of the 

Treasury, dated October 1, 1873, Hon. 
A. B. Mullett, Supervising Architect, 
Says: 
‘‘Work has been commenced upon 
the public building.at Raleigh, N. C. 
It has, however, been foundextremely 
difficult to procure either material or 
labor at reasonable rates, and as a 
consequence, very little progress has 
been made. Negotiations are, how- 
ever, in piogress that warrant the 
belief that these difficulties will be 
overcome, and that good progress will 
be made during the coming season. 
The building will be 116 feet by 63 
feet, three stories in height, and will 
be constructed of pressed brick with 
stone trimmings.” 

On learning this, Col. Carrow, 
Superintendent of the proposed build- 
ing, wrote to Hon. W. A. Smith to 
urge that stone be used in its con- 
struction instead of brick; and the 
Legislature moonees and had trans- 
mitted to our Congressmen to the 
same end, as will be seen from the 
following :

DEAR SiR: I have just returned 
and found your letter of the 7th inst. 

In reply I have to say that I shall 
be glad to have a personal conference 
with you on the subject at your own 
convenience. Meantime rest assured 
that no action will be taken. 

It may perhaps be proper for me to 
add that I do not wish to build a brick 
building, but would greatly prefer to 
erect such a building as would be 
gratifying to your citizens and a mat- 
ter of pride to myself. It is, how- 
ever, impossible for me to erect a good 
cut stone building with the present 
appropriation, of which I can very 
readily convince you. Thisis a mat- 
ter, however, in regard to which no 
immediate decision is necessary and 
therefore can be discussed at our: 
meeting.

AN AWFUL OCCURRENCE—DEATH 
IN A BAR Room.—On yesterday 
afternoon, about 2 o’clock, Richard 
Moss came into the barroom of James 
Baker, on Wilmington street, badly 
under the influence of liquor. After 
staggering about the room for a while 
he fell upon the floor, and was soon 
in a deep sleep. Efforts were made 
to arouse him but failed, and Baker, 
the proprietor, not liking to see him 
exposed to publie view removed him 
toarear room and placed himina 
comfortable position and left, suppos- 
ing that he would soon sleep off the 
effects of his potations. About dark 
the room was again visited to see how 
he came on, when the awful discove- 
ry was made that the unfortunate 
man was dead.
